The Greater Stuttgart M i l i ta ry Com­
munity badly needs a school bus moni tor 
program, but chances o f getting money 
from Congress for i t is unlikely, said 
school officials at the GSMC Schools 
Advisory Committee meeting Sept. 14. 

GSMC officials say misconduct on 
buses is a growing problem that poses a 
serious threat to the safety o f students 
r id ing the buses. The only remedy they 
see is placing monitors on them. 

" A t a meeting o f the Advisory Council 
on Dependent Education, the statement 
was made that some people, like the 
GSMC Commander, have an interest i n 
the subject o f school bus monitors. Con­
gress won' t appropriate money, because 
the type o f money they give to DoDDs 
should be similar to that given to state­
side schools. The average school system 
i n the states doesn't give money for 
that," said Dr . G lynn Turquand, Patch 
Elementary School principal. 

H is comment referred to the m i n ­
utes o f the A p r i l 21-22 counci l meeting 
i n Washington, D.C. , wh ich reported 
bus moni tors "are not considered es­
sential to p rov id ing an education com­
parable to that wh ich is prov ided in 
the States." 

Winston Garth, GSMC chief o f trans­
portation said, "The absence o f an adult 
moni tor on the bus, the inadequate com­
mand o f the English language by the 
drivers and insumcienl involvement by 
parents perpetuate the misconduct prob­
lem." 

Another obstacle is that Department 
o f Defense employees, mi l i tary or c iv i l ­
ian, cannot be assigned as bus monitors. 
According to Garth, " I t is vir tual ly i m ­
possible to have a viable volunteer mon­
i tor program due to the size and number 
o f routes that must be covered." I n 
GSMC, 154 bus routes, 94 buses, 54 car­
ryalls and up to 50 sedans are used per 
day. 

But, said Turquand, the volunteer al­
ternative should not be overlooked. He 
ui^ed committee to use "volunteers 
wherever possible to set up a good strong 
bus moni tor program unt i l we can get the 
money." 

Boeblingen Elementary School already 
has a bus moni tor program i n operation. 
According to Principal Dee Edwards, 
"Volunteers who already work i n the 
school one-to-three days a week also 
monitor the buses on those days. I t 
works very we l l , " she said, "because we 
always have the same person on the bus. 
Those are model buses." 

A t the direction o f the Schools Advis­
ory Council Chairman Maj . Gen. James 
B. Al len, Jr., the GSMC director o f logis­
tics, L t . Col . Charlton Bailey, and Patch 
schools substitute teacher Jane Whidby 
w i l l study the GSMC school busing prob­
lem and present findings and recommen­
dations at the next advisory council 
meeting. 

I n the meantime, said Garth, D O L has 
ini t iated a Qual i ty Assurance Surveil-

lance Plan to moni tor student and driver 
behavior to assure the safe operation o f 
all individuals on school buses. Qual i ty 
Assurance Inspectors w i l l cover problem 
routes in their assigned geographic area. 
Two-way radio communication in the i n ­
spectors' vehicles and buses w i l l allow 
for on-the-spot identif ication and correc­
t ive action on severe incidents o f mis­

conduct. Lessons learned w i l l be shared 
w i th contractors, subcommunities and 
school officials. 

"The problem is particularly di f f icul t 
in GSMC due to the geographic configu­
rat ion o f the subcommunities. Garth 
said. "Ul t imate ly , parents have the re­
sponsibil i ty for the conduct o f their ch i l ­
dren riding school buses."
